VANCOUVER (CP) — British Columbia Hy¬ 
dro and Power Authority is studying a second Peace 
River dam to provide more hydro-electric power for 
Vancouver. Dr. Gordon Shram, co-chairman of the 
Crown corporation, said Monday. 

He spoke of the possibility' of a second Peace 
dam. about 10 miles below the current one. at an 
investment d e a lers* breakfast where a S30.000.000 
Hydro bond issue was announced. 

Dr. Shrum said that because of grow ing de¬ 
mands for power in central B.C., Vancouver will 
be lucky if any Peace power—due to be turned on in 
September—ever readies the city. 

Dr. Shram said some "exploratory work** has 
been done on the possibility of a 100-foot high ffcace 
dam. Another possible power source is an additional 
generating plant on Vancouver Island to feed power 
back here, he said.

For the first time in more than five years the 
federal executive council has reaso n able cross-country 
representation and youth on its side. True, 16 of the 
29 mtniatera now appointed are hokkwn from tha 
Pearson cabinet but the remainder are afl new to the 
government since April — five appointed at that time 
and eight named last Friday. * 


In making up his team Mr. Trudeau left only four 
major portfolios unchanged, choosing to shrrfBe posts 
for the other 15 serving in his April cabinet and 
bringing in eight new members, two of whom are 
fraahman MPa.

Soon IBM’s Decree 

Victoria plans to have 28 of 43 major inter¬ 
sections hooked into a computer traffic-control sys¬ 
tem by the end of the year. Mayor Hugh Stephen 
said Monday. 

The city is leasing an IBM 360, model 20 com¬ 
puter, which will be delivered in September along 
with an accessory traffic control unit. 

David Campbell, traffic en gin eer , said Monday 
the computer unit would adjust the time-setting 
sequences of traffic lights by analysing the flow, 
of traffic to fit peak and ebb hours of the day. 

“We have already used a computer to cor¬ 
relate data taken on existing intersections, and it 
analysed the information and printed the results 
in a period of 20 minutes. It would have taken two 
fficn about a month to calculate the same informa¬ 
tion manually,” said Mr. Campbell.

VANCOUVER (CP) — British Columbia Hy¬ 
dro and Pwwr Authority is studying a second Peoce 
River dam to provide more hydroelectric power for 
Vancouver. Dr. Gordon Shrum. co-chairman of the 
Crows corporation, said Monday-. 

He spoke of the possibility of a second Peace 
dam. about 10 miles below the current one. at an 
Investment dealers* breakfast where a S50.000.000 
Hydro bond issue was announced. 

Dr. Shrum said that because of growing de¬ 
mands for power in central B.C. Vancouver will 
be lucky if any Peace power—due to be turned on in 
September—ever reac h es the city. 

Dr. Shrum said some “exploratory work" has 
been done on the possibility of a 100-foot high Peace 
dam. Another possible power source is an additional 
generating plan* on Vancouver Island to feed power 
back here, he said.

Vte Bortolotto of 518 Victoria Road, Nanaimo, 
celebrated his retirement from forest work Satur¬ 
day by topping a tree at the comer of FItzwilliam 
and Machleary. 

Mr. Bortolotto, who has spent 43 years work¬ 
ing In B.C forests, officially retired on Friday. His 
celebration tree was small by his standards—an 
ornamental evergreen, about 50 feet high, which 
was dying. 

Formerly of Kelsey Bay, Mr. Bortolotto origin¬ 
ally came from Italy. Most of his forest career has 
been spent as a high rigger. 

He estimates that he has climbed between 
5,000 and 6.000 trees and says that his record was 
topping 16 trees in one day. His wages then were 
58 a day which made each tree worth 50 cents.

VANCOUVER (CP) — British Columbia Hy¬ 
dro and Power Authority is studying » second Pence 
River dam to provide more hydro-electric power for 
Vancouver. Dr. Gordon Shrum. co-chairman of the 
Croon corporation, said Monday. 

He spoke of the possibility of a second Peace 
dam. about 10 miles below the current one. at an 
investment dealers' breakfast where a $50,000,000 
Hydro bond issue was announced. 

Dr. Shram said that because of growing de¬ 
mands for power in central B.C., Vancouver will 
be lucky If any Peace power—due to be turned on in 
September—ever readies the city. 

Dr. Shram said some ••exploratory work" has 
been done on the possibility of a 100-foot high Peace 
dam. Another possible power source is an additional 
generating plant on Vancouver Island to feed power 
back here, he said.
